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Agency Spotlight: Children’s Trust Fund 


OU PROBABLY know them best 

by the familiar license plate that 
is Missouri’s most popular specialty 
plate. But there’s a lot more to the 
Children’s Trust Fund, which for the 
past 27 years has been educating the 
public and awarding grants, all in the 
name of preventing child abuse and 
neglect in Missouri. 


The CTF staff, led by its 21-member : 


board of directors, was established 
by the legislature in 1983 to prevent 
child abuse and neglect through grant 
distribution, education and public 
awareness. 


No state funding 

The agency receives no general 
revenue. Funding comes from fees on 
marriage licenses and vital records, 
sales of the CTF license plate, voluntary 
contributions designated on state income 
tax returns, other donations and interest 
income from the fund.

The board invests nearly $3 million a 
year in public education campaigns and 
prevention programs, including grants for: 

Safe cribs and infant nurturing 
Parent education and mentoring 
Caregiver support 

Home visitation 

Crisis intervention, respite care 

Staff training, development

The board annually awards more than 
100 of these grants to community-based 
organizations, which reach well over 
80,000 people each year.

CTF is the first Children’s Trust Fund 
nationally to engage in social networking 
by using podcasts and Twitter.
